that  the  entire  Juniata  Valley  should  be  preserved  for 
hunting  gi'ounds  and  should  not  be  settled  by  the  whites. 
The  first  settlers  who  \iolated  this  undei*standing  and 
took  up  their  abode  at  what  is  now  known  as  Bunit 
Cabins,  had  theii'  homes  burned  by  direction  of  the  Co- 
lonial authorities.  However,  the  Blue  .Juniata  was  entire- 
ly too  inviting  a  home  for  the  ever-grasping  *''pale-face." 
and  soon  settlements  began  to  spring  up  at  numerous 
places  along  its  winding  course.  Once  again  the  Red 
Man  was  forced  to  a  sullen  retreat  westward.  Is  it  to 
be  wondered  at  that  he  struck  back  again  and  again, 
seeking  to  take  revenge  upon  those  who  had  literally 
robbed  him  of  his  hom.e  and  lands? 

'The  Land  of  the  Standing  Stone'"  appears  to  have 
been  once  a  noted  dwelling  place  for  the  various  tribes 
of  Indians.  In  "Juniata  Valley"  (Jones)  it  is  recorded 
that  a  double  stockade  enclosed  the  homes  of  some  five 
thousand  red-skins.  Two  gateways  opened  into  the 
stockade,  the  eastem  gate  being  located  near  Stone
